Mr. Bader 
commented on the action by the Woodrow Wilson School of Public and Inter- 
national Affairs as reported in today's papers indicating this was a most 
unfortunate turning away of needed academic contribution to the intelligence 
community. Bader felt the roots of the problem may be due to having the 
analytical and collection functions under the same roof. He volunteered that 
there were arguments to support the present arrangement and agreed that any 
problem with this was one of image and not of substance or practice.
